old Shiloh church fifty years ago. The 
reunion is under the auspices of the 
Battle of Shiloh association. 


The battle of Shiloh, the most sa n ­ 
ga mar yof the battles that marked 
the early period of the civil war. was 
fought fifty years ago, on April 6 and 
7, 1862. Shortly after the capture of 
Fort D onelson, Gen; Grant m oved his 
arm y to Pittsburg la n d in g ,
